BREAKING FETTERS OF GOLD 


Decision by two European nations—Sweden and 


Norway—to suspend the gold standard, and con- 
firmatory reports Denmark is considering the fame 
step, following fast on the heels of Britain's startling 
announcement of a wc?k ago, adds to the evidence of 
widespread dissatisfaction with the world's monetary 
system. 


For the last thirty years gold has been the ac- 


cepted standard of value for all civilized nations. 


But gold is only an incident in the swift trail of 


disaster which has caused universal distress and suf- 
fering, inspired unrest and discontent, and fanned a 
flame of resentment among those who must work for 
a living in all parts of the world. The real source 
of resentment is that hundreds of millions, who are 
told the world is oversupolied with all of the actual 
necessities and most of the luxuries of life, cannot 
understand why they should be penniless, hungry, 
poorly-dressed, and housed. Before the beginning of 
this present century this strange contradiction of mil- 
lions in want and destitute, while warehouses were 
overflowing and commodities could not be sold, had 
been common. But starting in 1900, and reaching 
feverish proportions in 1918 to 1929, the world wit- 
nessed standards elevated and prices inflated two and 
three times the former levels. 


Kurope is ready for inflation again. Burdened down 


with debt, she is ready to cheapen her money in order 
to pay off her obligation with cheap money. When 
proud, old John Bull, for more than half a century 
the bulwark of the cold standard, finally concluded j 
to break the fetters of a "dear" money, the die was 
definitely cast. The action of Sweden and- Norway 
will be followed by other countries, until Europe au- 
tomatically jerks herself up to the level of higher 
prices through the simple expediency of inflation. 
* * * 


There is a great deal to be said in favor of a more 


elastic currency. The gold standard has never had 
the full, whole-hearted 
endorsement of the 
fore- 


most economists. At the present time there is no 
more highly regarded authority on money than John 
Maynard Kcynes, the British economist. He has been 
and is a harsh critic of the gold standard. His main 
objection rests upon the limited supply of gold. In 
his book on Money, he makes the observation the 
world's entire supply of gold could be transported on 
a single ocean liner across the Atlantic. There has 
been relatively little of the precious metal mined in 
a hundred years. The gold rushes of California and 
Alaska, and the mining operations in Australia ac- 
count for virtually all of the notable contributions to 
the world's supply in that period of time. 


Meanwhile the needs and wants of the world have 


increased enormously. In that time agriculture has had 
a new birth, strengthened and made immeasureably 
more efficient by machinery. 
The miracle of the 


machine age as it is reflected in great industrial 
plants has doubled and tripled the production of the 
factories. Only the measure of value which we call 
money has remained unchanged. There is little more 
gold in the world today than there was a hundred 
years ago. It has practically gone out of everyday 
circulation. What there is rests in the vaults_of the 
national governments of the United Stales, France 
and other countries, far underground and out-of-sight. 
As against these stocks, the nations have issued notes. 
For every pound note and every dollar bill there must 
be its equivalent in the treasuries. 


More than half of the entire supply is held by the 


United States. More than seventy per cent of it is 
in the possession of the United States and 
France. 


Naturally the remainder of the world, called upon to 
balance its trade accounts in gold bullion, cannot buy 
because thev haven't the gold with which to pay. 
• » * 


And yet the monetary system of a countrv is no 


stronger than its natural resources and the charac- 
ter of its people. 


If they are industrious, stable, and thrifty they 


take their place in the sun. and when blessed with 
great natural gifts of coal, of oil. of precious metals. 
of iron, and timber and a rich soil, the standing of 
that country is assured. Its finances inevitably will 
reflect the character of the virtues of. the race and 
the resources placed at their finger tips. 


The revolt against gold has gotten underway. Its 


percussions will be heard around the world, but in the 
final results, the laborer will not need to be appre- 
hensive. He has never prospered in eras of low prices. 
Cheap money has been mere kind to him. 


"ANYTHING TO WIN" CONDEMNED. 


It is worthy of the traditions of American sport- 


manshlp that the press of this country has quite 
widely condemned the tactics by which Gar Wood, 
owner of the defending speedboat in the race for the 
Harmsworth trophy several weeks ago. after losing 
the first heat by nearly a mile to the challenging ves- 
sel, cunningly maneuvered the start of the second 
race, which might have been the deciding one, so as 
to disqualify both his own craft and that of his com- 
petitor, and then causing the latter boat to capsize 
in the backwash from his propeller, so that the judges 
were compelled to declare it "no race." 


By this means the cup remains in the United 


States, but from the standpoint of good sportsman- 
ship there is nothing for Americans to feed proud of. 


Wood boasted, after the catastrophe to his adver- 


sary's boat, that he had pulled "a good old Yankee 
trick," by crossing the line ahead of time and thus 
luring the British challenger, Miss England II, into 
a similar violation of the rules. A third boat, also 
owned by Wood and his brother, was the only one to 
finish under the rules. Thus he had two strings to 
his bow, and "the good old Yankee trick." did the rest. 


The upset which sent Kaye Don's boat to the bot- 


tom of the Detroit river, where the match took place, 
may have been an accident, and Kaye Don himself 
later declared his boat had given him trouble while 
warming up but he thought it had been properly re- 
paired. 


The crowd which witnessed the contest and its un- 


happy culmination was largely sympathetic to the 
Englishman, who had showed himself a 
thorough 


sportsman and proven the worth of his boat in the 
preceding race. It was not very favorably impressed 
with the pulling of the "Yankee trick." 


Courtesy to an opponent and the ability to take 


defeat with good grace are cardinal principles of good 
sport. Winning by trickery does not appeal to fair- 
minded Americans any more than it does to Brit- 
ishers. 


The last time Sir Thomas Lipton came across the 


Atlantic to try for the America cup, sentiment in this 
country was overhelmingly in his favor. He had been 
here four times previously, only to meet disappoint- 
ment on each occasion, but showed himself such a 
good loser that nearly everybody here wanted him to 
win once. His failure to lift the cup on his fifth at- 
tempt was generally regretted, but he was fairly beat- 
en without resorting to any sharp practice, and the 
outcome was creditable to the American defender. 


When tennis players from the United States lost 


the international matches to European contestants, 
they took the result in good spirit. Triumphs scored 
by German and Spanish pugilists over our doughtiest 
ring fighters were accepted cheerfully in this coun- 
try. Here in Nebraska, it is customary to go the limit 
in showing courtesies to visiting football teams and 
giving them full credit when they win. 


It will be a sorry day for American sport "when the 


motto of "anything to win" becomes paramount, if it 
ever does.

IS COMMUNISM NECESSARY? 


The question, "Is communism necessary?" could not 


have been asked in this country three years ago with- 
out bringing on the questioner reams of^buse. As a 
matter 
of fact, except for a few small groups, it 


would never have been asked at that time. 


The surprising effects of depression, 
with 
the 


awakening to serious defects in our system of econom- 
ic distribution, however, has brought the question in 
a myriad of forms. George N. Shuster, distinguished 
managing editor of -the Commonweal, in a recent 
Forum article takes the position that communism is 
one of the two forces that can revive western so- 
ciety. 


Discussing western civilization, and particularly that 


of the United States as it is now organized, he writes: 
"Our society is powerless to rouse within itself, or 
more particularly in its wealthier and more influen- 
tial sections, more than a spark of the reconstructive 
energy with which the communist movement is aglow. 
Personally I think that one basic reason for this 
supine and devastating inactivity is the failure of 
Wilsonian idealism after 1918." 


Mr. Shuster has hit at a paramount factor in the 


continued effect of depression in his comments on the 
failure of influential sections of this country's popu- 
lation to stir effective reconstructive energy. 


In attiibuting the reason to breakdown of Wilson- 


ian idealism, he may be on less secure ground. If by 
Wilsonian idealism, h? means the 
assumption by 


' America of its place in the world of international ac- 
tivities, his analysis is only partially correct. 


But if by failure of Wilsonian idealism, he can be 


assumed to mean the selfish short-sightedness of 
American industrial leaders which led them to believe 
they could pyramid their earnings out of improved 
productive processes without passing increases on to 
the masses of consumers in the form of better wages 
and salaries, then Mr. Shuster can be assumed to 
be more nearly to the truth. 


The proposals to destroy part of the cotton crop, 


burn food crops and other product-destroying meas- 
ures, arc symptoms of America's refusal to face the 
fact that its problem is one of distribution more than 
of production. They are indicative of the lack of re- 
constructive energy of which Mr. Shuster speaks, and 
without which the depression has been unduly pro- j 
longed. 


QUESTION. 


In view cf the lowering of moral 


and ethical standards so manliest 
everywhere, what do the churches 
you repressnt propose to do about 
it? Aie you going: to be content to 
make a protest only? 


ANSWEK. 


The churches were never more 
unwilling to camp in the. ineffect- 
ual realm of mere protest than they 
are today. But how far have moral 
standards 
been lowered? Every- 


body I know believes the other fel- 
low should pay him a hundred cents 
on the dollar, respect his wife's hon- 
or and that of his daughter, and 
not be a hypocrite, a cheat or a 
blackguard. 
Evidently the stan- 
dards are still there. The failures 
you lament exist in the personal ap- 
plication of those standards. 
Test 


every ethical rule which is accepted 
socially and you will discover that 
with one exception there has been 
no deterioration in principle. That 
exception relates to the individual 
obedience we give to those rules. 
Atttempts to lower the code of sex 


behavior are resented by the vast 
majority 
of 
men 
and 
women. 
Groups guilty of the attempts have 
suffered in consequence. The no- 
tion that sex relations are a private 
matter between the persons con- 
cerned recoils on the heads and 
hearts of adventurers in 
lust's 
treacherous bog. The teachings of 
certain modern writers on social 
philosophy have evoked some of the 
finest defenses of religion and mes- 
sages of moral guidance and in- 
struction which the churches have 
produced for centuries. 
Instead of degrading the marriage 


vow the reactions created by its an- 
tagonists have called attention to 
its sanctity and inviolability. 
I 


cannot deal with other issues you 
have in mind in the brief space at 
my disposal. But i urge you to be- 
lieve that Christian 
and Hebrew 
Communions alike are actively unit- 
ed on moral issues, awake to their 
obligations, and equipped to wage 
war upon erroneous or vicious con- 
ceptions of life and .duty. God's 
hosts are still in the field. They 
face humanity's common enemies 
with no thought of retreat. One 
sure sign of their presence there 
is the bitter criticism they get. It 
is welcome. Praise from some critics 
would be deadly for the churches.

To what extent arc the teachers 


and professors in oar schools and 
colleges responsible for the irreli- 
gious outlook of many of our pres; 
ent day young people, and what, it 
anything, can we do about it? 


ANSWER. 
The responsibility does not rest 
wholly upon the faculty. Many stu- 
dents bring with them their pre- 
deliction for or against 
religion. 


Some are indifferent, others care- 
less, while others are serious in their 
attitude, and hold the traditional 
views taught them in pre-college 
days, only to find those views as- 
sailed by the conclusions of science 
and philosophy. Yet it should be 
said that the importance of religion 
is recognized in numerous colleges 
which offer courses in religion and 
biblical literature. 
Moreover, there are churches lo- 
cated in collegiate centers which 
show little interest in thCvOroblerns 
and difficulties of the undergradu- 
ates. On the other hand, there are 
university and college chapels which 
have attractive services and exer- 
cise a beneficial influence. 
Tlie 
Y. M. C. A. and kindred agencies 
are also doing commendable work in 
many colleges and universities. And 


helpful in the spiritual culture of 
the students. Their ripe personality 
generous viewpoints and contagious 
idealism have a constructive effect 
on the idealism of the undergrad- 
uate. On the other hand, there are 
also professors who air their anti- 
religious views, especially in courses 
of economics, sociology, psychology, 
philosophy and science. Some of 
these gentlemen are sincerely skep- 
tical of the evangelical faith. Others 
and as I think, a small minority, go 
out of their way to indulge captious 
criticisms 
of religion 
and 
the 
churches. Not a few of the latter 
group are young doctors of philoso- 
phy who know a limited number of 
books, but do not 
know life and 


have little if any scholarship out- 
side their particular subjects. 


There is no patient medicine for 


the condition you indicate. Its bet- 
terment must begin in the home 
and the church. The morale of 
professors should be strengthened 
by increased stipends and larger so- 
cial recognition. Then they would 
not be compelled to resort to out- 
side activities to eke out their pre- 
carious incomes, nor feel that re- 
sentment 
against 
p r o s p e r o u s 
churchmen which often sours their 
outlook on life.

Coaching is a fight against time. 
When a "big" team just scratches out victory in an opening game 


or is- defeated by an opponent that is not in its class, this often means 
that the coach has not had the time to do all the 
things he must to develop his team for its important 


. gaines. 
The smaller team often appears to be working 
| far more smoothly. This is because its coach knows 
his material better and is trying to put a team in 
the field that will make the best possible showing 
that •-day. The coach of the "big"' team is changing 
his men around to size up his material. 


Fear sometimes hurries a coach without con- 


structive ability to slap his apparently ~est material 
together for an early game but this is developing: en 
unsound pri. ciples. You are likely to spend too much 
time on a player who is good on offense but weak on defense and will 
later on lose more ground than he will gain. 


PURDUE'S IMPRESSIVE SHOWING. 


Don't select your team for the camera only, is a wise warning. 
The smart coach from the start works with his strongest opponent 


in mind. 
Sometimes an opening game against a strong freshman team is 


far more valuable than meeting an inferior opponent. This was not the 
case when Purdue ran up 80 points against its first-year men, but to 
me that was the most impressive result. 
In all the years I have coached at Illinois, even our championship 


teams never were able to run wild like that against the freshmen. 
Purdue's first-year squad must be average anyway and it looks as if 
Coach Kizer has a fine outfit in the making. 


"IRISH" IX WITH STRONG LINE.

cluded presidential lodge near here.

With federal statistics showing re- 


duced production and rising pi ices 
for dairy products last month, A. K. 
Anderson, state and federal statis- 
tician, exhibited a giea.m of optim- 
ism Monday over dairy prospects in 
Nebiaska- 


"The severe drouth," he said, "re- 


duced milk production heavily last 
month and resulted m rising prices. 
The light into-storage movement 
during the early part of the season 
and recent curtailment in products 
resulted in storage holdings of but- 
ter and cheese'being the smallest for 
several years. 
"Farm prices of dairy products 


are higher than for other farm pro- 
ducts. 
On August 15, the index 


number cf prices paid producers for 
farm products was 75 as compared 
with 108 in August 1930 and 143 two 
years ago. The index number of 
farm prices of dairy products on 
August 15 was 91 as compared with 
63 for feed grains and 62 for whole- 
sale 
prices of by-products 
and 


feeds." 
This does not mean that farm 


prices of dairy products are high, 
according to Mr. Anderosn. He feels 
they a.re still low. He points out, 
however, that thev arc relatively 
high compared to ihe general level 
of farm prices.
